flower seeds are sold in Boston in a year; 
thhl ten tons of turnip seed, len tons of beet 
seed, Sve thousand pounds of tomato peed, 
und five thousand pounds each of squash 
and cucumber seeds are sold, 
In tbe small 


article of mignonette, five hundred pounds 
of seeds are required to supply the annual 
demand. 
In otber varieties of seed, of 


which five or ten cants' worth are enough 
for each individual, thousands and lens of 
thousands of dollars make up tbe aggregate 
of sales.
